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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 2-5, 8, and 1 1, drawn to a method of treating or preventing cancer comprising 
administering to a patent in need of a terpene or oxygenated derivative thereof, and the terpene is 
selected from the group consisting of trans-beta-ocimene and gamma-bisabolene. 

Group II, claim(s) 6 and 7, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising the isolated 
compound trans-beta-ocimene. 

Group III, claim(s) 9, drawn to a method of making a medicament for the treatment or 
prophylaxis of cancer comprising combining a Commiphora guidotti extract with a 
pharmaceutically acceptable excipient, carrier, adjuvant, or vehicle. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: As Bowen et al (US 2005/0163815) teach the 
technical feature of the essential oil extract of Commiphora guidotti [0250, Table 13) (which 
inherently contains trans-beta-ocimene), therefore, there is no special technical feature in the 
application. Accordingly the groups are not so linked as to form a single general concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1., and therefore lack of unity of invention exists. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.
